Financial interests in Cleveland believe the 
dividend on the common stock of the Ameri- 
can Shipbuilding company, which is now 4 
per cent, will be either cut 2 per cent or dis- 
continued at the meeting of the board this 
month.

“ Where the printed freight rate for, fruit 
shipments was 31% cents a 100 pounds,” said 
G. W. Plummer, counsel for Davies, in his 
opening address to. the commission, ** we will 
show that Davies was charged 47% cents, 
We will show also that the agreement made 
between Mr. Goodrich and thd two railroads 
was such that by letters of marque and re- 


prisal he was enabled to prey on South Water |: 


street and its merchants. 

“We will show that Mr. Goodrich raised 
the black flag and as a pirate for the railroad 
companies proceeded to. plunder the street. 
We will show that after vigorous remon- 
strance from Mr.. Davies and other commis- 
sion men that the contract between the rall- 
roads and Mr. Goodrich was abrogated be- 
cause it was feared this matter woe ters 
brought before this commission.” - 


Defense of the Railways. 
Céunsel for the railroads and Mr. Goodrich 
admitted that a contract had been in force 


up to Oct: 16, whereby Goodrich was to act 


as consignee of the railroads and was to 
receive 60 cents a ton for handling fruit 
shipments from a certain territory in Mich- 
igan, but argued that Goodrich was merely 
an agent for the railroads. Goodrich, it was 
asserted, had no right to .charge rebates 
for handling shipments against Bouth Water 
street merchants. His duty was to superin- 
tend the railroading at the fruit platforms 


alone, and his money was to come from the 


railroad companies which had. unwritten 
agree ts with its customers to unload 


fruit in carload lots at its own expense. 
The defense further claimed that Davies } 


had attempted to organize the fruit growers 
of southern Michigan, and did organize them 
so that whén more than one grower had 
less fruit than a carload to ship they com- 
bined and shipped to Davis in carload lots 
te get the benefit of the lower rates.
